EXCITING EXPERIENCES. 

Patrol Ships Sunk by Bubs, and 
Mines an Speedily Re- 
placed. 



The Dally is indebted to Dr. P. D. 
Adams,. Dean of the Faculty of Ap- 
plied Science, for .the following- In- 
teresting- letter from Lieut. Chas. H. 
Webb. Scl. '15, who Is now in com- 
mand of one of the torpedo boat* of 
the British Navy on service in the 
Nortli Sea. 

Dear Dean and Mrs. Adams: You 
will be wondering why I have not 
written you before, but I have been 
too unsettled to write, having no de- 
finite information of where I might 
be next to forward you. We had an 
exciting trip acrosa the Atlantic con- 
voying troops (Canadian) at the 
height of the submarine activity. One 
morning signals were received: "Subs 
to the left and subs to the right, and 
mines ahead." I do not think our 
loyal Canadian boys knew the "panic" 
of that morning, but I «hall not for- 
get It; our Captain (one of H. M. 
Fast Cruisers), led through the mines 
with as many seamen as possible on 
deck, and signalled other ships to 
follow In the wake. One ship wan 
unfortunate, hit a mine, but was af- 
terwards saved, no- live.* lost. 

On arrival in England I was com- 
manded for "Special Service," and 
could not return to Canadian Coast. 
I was sent for a "course" In advanced 
"Anti-submarino defence," and given 
a general brush up in. gunner j'.' TWri 
I was drafted for service around the 
British war zone, after submarines. 
We' had the pleasure of sinking a 
couple,- and Our Captain ■ wao duly 
decorated for his zeal. I was borne 
for instructional duties. From ' thl* 
ship I was appointed to above,./ which 
I now command. She Is a fast, up- 
to-date little craft, disguised for antl. 
submarine defence. . Unfortunately 
submarines have given up our area, 
It became too much of a "grave-yard" 
for their operations; we have had no 
action for months now. We are con 
stantly on the look-out, and have 
hopes of another bag agaiaj very 
soon. Our sea are spotted with ships, 
and it would be almost impossible 
for a submarine to get away once 
they came to surface. We have à 
very effective means of making them 
oome up, once we know roughly their 
position beneath the surface. This 
has been the cause of our later suc- 
cesses. 

I was very fortunate getting com- 
mand over here; there Is such a dif- 
ference In having, an aotlve part In 
the organization, and being the one 
to decide whether the ship is to "look 
pretty," or "be prepared." My crew 
are a very keen lot, and many a shot 
wo havo spread about an ordinary 
kitchen broom handle. We have got 
to the stage where we open fire fjrst, 
and afterwards Investigate the cause. 
It is nice to be "pannlcky," at least 
for our particular duty, and although 
we are only small, we, bite every 
time wo bark, and we have lots of 
practices wlflh fl;|lse alarms. My 
slight discomforts of being cooped up 
on a very small ship are well repaid 
with the actuality of war zone aer- 
vlce. , 

We are generally out for three days, 
and In for one; when In port . we 
havo a chance of resting, as sleep at 
sea 1b very broken, and our clothes 
are on practically tho whole time on 
patrol, and we have to snatoh what 
sleep we can, fully prepared for an 
emergency. If is astonishing how 
many objects can be mistaken for a 
periscope in the grey , dawn of the 
North Sea. 

One very foggy morning our north- 
erly patrol reported firing to N.B., 
and went off at full spend to. Inves- 
tigate; when we reached the scene It 
was too late to share the glory. She 
bagged ono of the large new sub- 
marines, caught her sinking one of 
our largo colliers: When the torpedo 
boat arrived on tho scene the sub- 
marine dived, but we have a special 
package for ' such occasions, which 
nearly always brings the sul 
to the surfaco again. This 
worked very well, and when the sub- 
marine came up (unwillingly), a 
broadside from the T. B. spoilt her 
chances for another Iron cross. We 
got her confidential books, and res- 
cued three merchant captains they 
had ' taken prisoners ; seven of the 
Germans wore killed, and the re- 
mainder were taken prisoners'.-. We 
dare not let people ashore know they 
came from a submarine, or they would 
not have got through the mob alive. 

Looking through my reading mat- 
ter I discovered your gift book of lost 
year,— a vey serviceable souvenir, and 
a reminder of your thoughtful kind- 
ness to me In Canada,

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Explained New Method for Es- 
timating Quantity of Water 
in Organic Solvents. 

ALUMINIUM CHLORIDE 
METHOD. 

Interesting Lecture at Chemistry 
Building Last Night. 

The first paper before the Chemical 
Colloquim for the present session 
was road yesterday afternoon by 
Dr. A. R. MacLeare. The: subject 
dealt with was, "Tho determination 
of water in Volatile Organic Solvents 
by the Aluminium Chloride Method." 

In a short, historical review, the 
speaker noted throe methods which 
had previously been used in qualita- 
tive and quantitative determinations 
of water. 

Anhydrous copper sulphate will in- 
dicate the presence of water in an or- 
ganic compound, such as ether, but 
this method Is not capable of accur- 
acy, especially with large amounts of 

The second method depended on the 
property of anhydrous potassium 
carbonate of attracting water from 
chemical compounds. The anhydrous 
salt is first dried at a temperature of 
240 deg. C, for five hours. The li- 
quid to be tested is added and left in 
contact with the salt for a number of 
hours. By pouring off the liquid and 
washing with absolute ether, the po- 
tassium carbonate may be dried at 
about 50 deg. C, and the increaso in 
weight gives the amount of water ex- 
tracted. The chief drawback to this 
method Is that It is an uttor failure 
In liquids containing over 4 per .cent- 
alcohol. Below this concentration al- 
cohol has no apparent effect. 

Another method used with success 
was aoelyleno--cuprous - chloride of 
Weaver. The * .suspected substance 
was acted upon by calcium carbide, 
any water present liberating acety- 
lene. This acetylene wais immediately 
converted to cuprlc carbide by * the 
cuprous chloride present This me- 
thod may be applied only to non- 
volatile liquids. 

It is a known chemical fact that 
aluminium chloride would dehydrate 
organic solvents of tho aromatic 
group. When attention was turned to 
the estimation of water in compounds 
of' the benzene series, chemists began 
to consider the possibility of applying 
this method for the determination of 
water in the aliphatic substances. Ac- 
cordingly a series of experiments were 
made to determine the action of alu- 
minium chloride on the • different 
classes of, substances In the aliphatic 
series. 

When methyl alcohol Is brought In- 
to contact with A1C13, no reaction oc- 
curs,, and the method must be consid- 
ered a failure in this case. 

In the case of ethyl alcohol, how- 
ever, better results were obtained, and 
by keeping the temperature constant 
at IB deg. C, a fairly stable crystal- 
line substance was obtained. The 
theoretical formula would be A12C16- 
2C4H, 00, and analytical results have 
been close enough to warrant the ac- 
ceptance of this formula. The »ub- 
stance Is unstable, losing ether and 
hydrochloric acid In the presence of 
the • most minute quantity of water. 

When tested with propyl alcohol the 
method gave even more gratifying re- 
suite. In each reaction the presence 
of water was Indicated by a cloudi- 
ness in the solution tested, and the 
quantitative method suggested by the 
speaker, was the measurement of the 
depth of this cloudiness by means of 
a' plccnometer. 

The meeting closed with a brief 
discussion.

Through the 
tog and rain we try to keep a dili- 
gent watch for the "hawks'' of com- 
merce, and the dally "straffing" of 
the Press damps neither bur faith 
nor our zeal, when we read that ''there 
Is something wrong 'In the Navy." 
We of the Word Room do not worry, 
and Jack only laughs at the words 
of a ."land lubber," and manages to 
have hie own Jokes, even though he 
has Just shot a funnel away from 
one of his own fleet In the darkness. 
There are humorous bits that help 
them to "carry on," and the war la 
Bteadlly toning down to a matter-of- 
fac. necessity.

Snowshoeing parties are organized, 
and long tramps are taken across the 
country. The conditions for snow- 
shoeing have been almost ideal dur- 
ing the last few days. 

By reason of the existence of these 
grand winter sports, what could In- 
duce a Macdonald student to remain 
Indoors during his periods of leisure 
except on the most stormy days? 

The Bachelors' Club of Macdonald 
College were at home to their village 
friends on Saturday evening, the 12th 
Inst., and despite the Inclemency of 
the weather, over one hundred guests 
were present. 

Mrs. F. C. Harrison very accept- 
ably performed the duties of patron- 
ess, and was assisted in receiving the 
guests by Mr. Bicker, the president ot 
the club. 

The function was held In the large 
reception •'rooms On the second floor 
of the men's residence, and these 
were suitably decorated with plants 
from tae college greenhouses for the 
occasion. 

A short programme, consisting of 
vocal solos by Mr. A. C. Gorham, 
and Mrs. C. B. Powter, together 
with a whistling solo by Miss T>u- 
Bola, of New York, was followed try 
a series o"j fifteen dances, all of 
which were greatly enjoyed by those 
present. 

Course in Musketry at Macdonald. 

. In connection With the C. O. T. C. 
work at Macdonald, one period a 
week is devoted to musketry. In this 
course the aim is to teach the use of 
the rifle as a means of attack and 
defence, as well as its limitations for 
such purposes. During the first ses- 
sion of the college year the major part 
of the work has consisted of lectures 
and démonstrations, in which the es- 
sential and important parts of the 
rifle and Its mechanism, the care of 
the rifle, the theory of rifle fire, 
kinds of fire, and methods of aim- 
ing have been taken up. In the sec- 
ond session a large part of the time 



will be devoted to target practice and 
rifle exercises, but along with this 
will be given more advanced work In 
the theory, of rifle fire and the prac- 
tical applications of the same. 

A musketry room has been fitted up 
in the basement of the men's building 
with lights, stands, mats, discs, etc., 
for testing out the accuracy In sight- 
ing and aiming by means of the 
"Triangle for error," index, target 
practice rods and targets. This makes 
It that this work can be covered with 
a high degree of efficiency and fits 
the men for the more practical tar- 
get shooting in .the best manner pw- 
alble. A twenty-five yard rifle range 
fitted with lights, shields, rifle cup- 
boards, rifles and material for the 
proper care of the same, is also In 
operation. Here the practical shoot- 
ing will be in charge of one or more 
competent Instructors, and a com- 
plete course designed to bring the 
men well up to the standards of ef- 
ficiency required for C. O. T. C. 
wort will be put. on. 

Apart from' the regular course out- 
lined above, special competitions, in- 
ter-section, Inter-platoon, and prac- 
tice shoots will be arranged from 
time to time. These will stimulate 
Interest, result In k»en competition, 
and will tend to raise the standard 
of efficiency still higher. 

Bayenet Fighting and Physical Train- 
ing Instruction at Macdonald 
College. 

B. F. and P. T. Instruction was 
first commenced at Macdonald Col- 
lege In the fall of 1916. The work 
seems to be popular with both stu- 
dents and starf, and shows its bene- 
fits in improving the general smart- 
ness and efficiency of the men. The 
chief drawback to the course lies in 
the fact that eufflclent time cannot 
be provided, the men receiving only 
three-quarters of an hour of B. F. 
and P. T. each week. In such a 
course the benefit received does not 
lid in physical development, but ra- 
ther In a knowledge of the methods, 
and to some extent in Increased ef- 
ficiency and smartness. 

Because, of the fact that the work 
.-nast be- carried on In a gymnasium 
that Is used for many other activi- 
ties, It Is Impossible to provide suffi- 
cient dummies and other accessories 
for a complete B. F. course. More 
; .sb has therefore been laid on P. 
T. work, but the B. F. training has 
also been, carried on as for as condi- 
tions will allow.

Nearly Eight Hundred Houses 
Are Destroyed. 

5,000 PAJtTLY INJURED. 



Nine Thousand Inhabitants Said 
to be Homeless as Result of 
Disaster. 



The following extract from the pre- 
liminary report on Halifax of Mr. 
Thomas Adams to the Commission of 
Conservation may be of considerable 
interest to some of our readers, in view 
of the fact that many students of Mc- 
Glll have relative* and friends dwell 
Ing in the devastated city. 

The (rreat calamity that has befallen 
Halifax, has brought about new con- 
ditions and entirely ohanged the 
whole aspect of the problems to be 
dealt with. As a result of the cal 
amity a serious effort should be made 
to prepare a sound scheme of develop- 
ment worthy of the city. There Is 
now a great opportunity to improve 
the industrial facilities and housing 
conditions of Halifax. We may there- 
by get, considerable beneilt ito the 
city, and to Canada, to off -set the 
material losses sustained In the dis- 
aster. 

A hurried inspection of the devas 
tatèd area^howed the Importance and 
ursenoy of the problems to be dealt 
with. Immediate expropriation has 
been suggested, but this is not desir- 
able until after full Investigation; and 
until the principles on which provi- 
sion may be made for Indemnifying 
those who have lost their property are 
settled. . . ,• 

Problems Created by the Disaster. 

From Investigations made, it ap- 
pears that about 794 residences and 
other private buildings have been 
completely destroyed; 337 partially 
destroyed, and 394 Injured to an ex 
tent from 16 per cent, to 30 per cent, 
of their former value. In addition 
about 5,000 buildings in the city have 
been injured In part. About 1,500 
buildings will have to be rebuilt in 
the whole city to accommodate the 
homeless population, numbering about 
,000 persons. The difficulty and ex- 
pense of providing this re-housing 
arises from the fact that the greater 
number must be accommodated twice 
over. Temporary buildings must be 
erected, immediately to shelter them 
during the coming year, and until 
permanent buildings are erected. 

Of the 9,000 who are said to be 
homeless, 1,000 ar e In hospitals, while 
about 8,000, others are In temporary 
lodging In public buildings, are guests 
In private houses, or have left the 
city. 

In any question of re-housing these 
people, consideration should be given 
to their weakened vitality, as the re- 
sult of the shock and injuries they 
may have received.

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Tha extent of the financial loss 
cannot be computed, but some general 
estimate may be made of the cost of 
re-lnstatln* the homeless population. 
Many of the buildings destroyed were 
fllm.3y in construction, and, If proper 
sttps were taken to erect more per- 
manent homes, the city might reap 
some economic advantage from the 
disaster. To provide temporary hous- 
ing for 8,000 people, even with the as- 
sistance of the Militia Department, 
and to rebuild their homes or erect 
others ln lieu of those destroyed, and 
to repair the injuries to other build- 
ngs, may mean an expenditure of 
56,000,000. This will be apart from 
the heavy expense to be Incurred by 
the Federal Government and the city 
of Halifax in re-instating public 
buildings, railway rolling stock,' etc., 
and also apart from the large ex- 
pense which will be Involved ln pro- 
viding for the maintenance of the per- 
manently Injured and the re-adjust- 
ment of business which has been tem- 
porarily dislocated. 

Firet Steps te be Taken. 

There are three steps which should 
be taken at once, apart from the 
erecting of temporary houses, and the 
repairing of buildings. The first is 
prescribe an area to the north of 
North street, in which no new build- 
ings may be erected for a definite 
period, to enable proper plans to be 
prepared and also to permit of the 
work of clearing up the debris to be 
carried out. Exceptions to this may, 
however, be permitted in the case of 
the temporary houses to be erected 
by the reconetructlon committee, and, 
of course, in respect to any public 
works that are neoeasary in connec- 
tion with naval and railway works. 

The second duty will be to apply 
as much labour as possible. to the 
clearing up of the debria on the de- 
vastated are*, ex> that on the arrival 
of spring everything will be in readi- 
ness to commence the now develop- 
ment. 

The third duty is to establish a 
small commission representative of 
the Federal. Provincial and City Gov- 
ernments, . to prepare a plan of de- 
velopment and control the expendi- 
ture of relief funds, other than the 
ordinary revenues of the city, during 
thé two or three years which will be 
necessary for reconstruction, and for 
settlement of the problems created by 
the disaster. 

The following matters of import- 
ance need attention in any scheme of 
re -development :

Capt. Anderson, 80th Field Com- 
pany, Royal Engineers, who was re 
ported missing: at Longueval and Del 
ville Wood since July 19, 1916, was a 
son of Mr. and Mrs. R. F. Anderson, 
Burnaby Lake, and a native son of 
New Westminster,, having- been born 
here on Aug. 28, 1889. His Military 
Cross, won in June, -1918, was pre- 
sented to his father by His Excel 
lency the .Governor-General at Hast- 
ings Park on N9V,,,23, last. 

Graduating in. Science from McGin 
University, Montreal, in the class of 
1910, Mr. Anderson was engaged on 
the mountain division of the C.P.R., 
and in 1913 was made engineer in 
charge of surveys of the Coteau 
power project for the C.N.R. in the 
Okanagan district. In the fall of 
1914 he went to McGlU for a post 
graduate course. During the winter 
he took an active part in the college 
military training, and in the spring 
of 1915 went over to London, and 
joined the colors, being granted a 
commission in the Royal Engineers 
After a three-months' training cqurse 
at Chatham, he was attached to the 
90th Field Company in France, and 
was actively engaged in the service at 
Ypres, Loos, and Armentteres. In 
June, 1916, he wag promoted to cap- 
tain, and awarded the Military Cross 
for gallantry in action and devotion 
to his duties. Early in the Somme ad- 
vance the brigade saw hard service; 
the Major was wounded on the ISth, 
and Capt. Anderson took command, 
and was acting-major when reported 
missing on July 19th. It was thought 
that he might be a prisoner, prob- 
ably wounded, but all efforts failed to 
find him in prison camps or hospi- 
tals, in Germany. In February, 1917, 
the War Office finally advised that 
owing to lapse of time they were re- 
gretfully constrained to conclude that 
ho had been killed. 

Major Smythe, in command, writes 
as follows: "I ought to have written* 
to you months ago, but somehow I 
could not bring myself to do It. I 
thought I was hardened to having my 
friends wiped cut but when It came 
to Goldie it was not so. We had 
Bervcd together for nearly a year, and 
one gets to. know people well in this 
bush ess. i don't believe there was 
ever a finer officer, than -your sen'. He 
had plenty of .ability, worked desper- 
ately hard, a-.d the hotter the situa- 
tion the cooler he was. I believe he 
did extraordinarily well in Longue- 
val after I was hit, and If he had 
lived he would prqbably, .have, got a; 
D.S.O. I feel his -absenca every, dayi 
as he was worth. fifty men to me. He 
gut the hard. Jobs to do, and always" 
put' them through." • 

Mrs. Anderson has received thé 
following, letter : from Buckingham 
Palace under date of March 21, 1917: 
'Dear Madam. T rT : hjftiÇi.ng and. • Queen 
have heard with deep regret that ' the 
death of your son in the services of 
his country is now presumed to have 
taken place in 1916. I am command- 
ed to. convey to you the expression 
of Their- Majesties! ■ sympathy , with 
you in your sorrow, and to .assure you 
that during the long months of un- 
pen ainty Their Majesties' thoughts 
have been, constantly with you and 
those vho have been called upon to 
endure thin exceptional burden of 
anxiety."— From "The British Colum- 
bian." Dec. 26th, 1917.
